up that flourished late in 1945 and 
1946, the Post-Dispatch learned.

for 1945, and $115,588 for 1946. 
The lien was filed by Thomas E. 
Copley, deputy Internal Revenue 
Collector. 

Mitchell has had a number of

$5000 were filed against him al- 
leging his firm has failed to com- 
ply with the regulations governing 
social security taxes. Mitchell, the 
Government said, failed to pay 
the proper taxes. The matter is 
atill pending. 

In June 1943, Mitchell’s 
stores, some of which were operat- 
ing under the namie, of/ Mayer at 
that time, were orderéd closed for 
a week for violation of the Federal 
Reserve System’s regulations con- 
cerning credit regulations. It was 
the first order of its kind ever 
issued in St. Louis. 

Credit Manager Fined. 

Marvin Spector, credit manager 
for Mitchell’s Seventh street store, 
was fined $250 and sentenced to 
six months’ imprisonment by 
United States District Judge Ru- 
bey M. Hulen on Oct. 27, 1943, 
when he pleaded guilty of imper- 
sonating a Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation agent. Spector was 
charged with posing as an agent 
to obtain information about delin- 
quent customers. 

In July 1946 Mitchell was 
charged in St. Clair county with 
failure to pay personal property 
taxes ‘for the years 1941 to 1945 
inclusive in connection’ with op- 
eration of his Fast Side stores. A 
levy of $669 was reduced by agree- 
ment to $525 which Mitchell later 
satisfied. ' 

Mitchell, a native of Mobile, 
Ala.. where the family name was 
originally Michefsky, is 45 years 
old. He came’to St. Louis from 
Rockford, Il., where he had man- 
aged a credit clothing store, in 
1926. He managed several stores 
here until he established his own 
business in the middle 1930s.

PAY BILL; PART OF

WASHINGON, Sept. 1 (AP)— 
An increase in the minimum wage 
from 40 to 75 cents an hour was 
virtually ‘assured today. 

The Senate voted for it yester- 
day; the House did so earlier. All 
that remains now is for the two 
branches to compromise other 
points in the bills each passed to 
revise the 1938 wage-hour law. 
The principal issue to be settled 
coneerns employes covered by the 
law. The House bill would remove 
about 1,000,000 workers from cov- 
erage. The Senate provided exemp- 
tions for an estimated 250,000 or 
so, mainly in retail stores. 

Victory for Truman. 

With the Senate taking a week’s 
rest over Labor day and the House 
on vacation until Sept. 21, efforts 
to iron out the differences will be 
delayed. But when the Senate late 
yesterday passed by voice vote a 
bill lifting the, wage floor to 75 
cents, the Administration chalked 
up a major victory for a part of 
President Truman’s program. 

After passage of the wage bill, 
Senator Myers (Dem.), Pennsyl- 


vania, won unanimous approval of 
(a resolution that called for “no 
| business” until next Wednesday, 
but with a token session Saturday 
solely for the purpose of recessing 
until Wednesday. Rules prohibit 
a recess for longer than three 
days, unless the House consents. 
During the House unofficial vaca- 
tion, a handful of its members 
hold a token session every three 
days to comply with the rules. 
Scope of Bill. 

The wage measure as passed by 
the Senate wasn’t just what Demo- 
cratic leaders wanted. They would 
have preferred a bill broadening 
the coverage of the wage-hour law. 
But they gave up hopes of that in 
a drive to win the 75-cent. mini- 
mum. 

About 22,600,000 workers are cov- 
ered by the law, but Senator Pep- 
per (Dem.), Florida, floor manager 
of the bill, said that only about 
1,500,000 of them now are being 
paid less than 75 cents an hour. 

He figured the higher minimum 
would cost employers $365,000,000 
annually in wage payments. 

Senator Ellender (Dem.), Louis- 
iana, led a move to hold the min- 
imum to 65 cents until the end of 
1950 and then to let it vary be- 
tween 55 and 75 cents with changes 
in the cost of living. 

The Senate rejected that on a 
roll call, 51 to 26, and then defeated 
various compromise proposals that 
Ellender offered. Ellender argued 
that a: sudden boost to 75 cents 
might plunge the nation into a 
depression. ;'

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 (UP)—

McCarthy charged that the Pres- 
ident’s attitude could lead to an 
“unlimited amount of graft and

By his refusal to fire Vaughan, 


McCarthy said, Truman has not 
only approved his conduct but has 
encouraged “every federal employe 
to do as Vaughan does.” 

Urges Warning by Committee. 

McCarthy interrupted a session 
of the Senate special investigating 
subcommittee to criticize the Pres- 
ident’s press conference statement. 

The Senator said Truman’s con- 
tinued faith in his army aide 
might do “untold damage” to the 
government service. He proposed 
that the committee take formal 
action to serve notice that it 
would investigate all charges of 
wrongdoing leveled at federal em- 
ployes. 

McCarthy maintained that “in 
effect” the President told the 
country that all the “manipula- 
tions and dealings of Mr. Vaughan 
were proper and correct.” He 
said it was a signboard for other 
Government employes to “go thou 
and do likewise.” 

Chairman Rejects Idea. 

His suggestion for a. ~ formal 
committee warning to all Govern- 
ment employes immediately was 
rejected by Committee Chairman 
Hoey (Dem.), North Carolina, who 
termed it premature. 

Hoey said he did not think it 
proper “at this time” for the com- 
mittee to make a general state- 
ment on the subject because its 
investigation is still in progress.

NEW YORK, Sept. 1 (AP) — 
Peter Pirogov, who flew out of 
Russia to seek American freedom, 
believed today that certain death 
awaits his fellow Soviet air force

.Pirogov said he believed that 
Anatole Barsov “will die like a 
dog within six months” because 
the Russians will have no mercy 
despite promises that his life will 
be spared. 

The 28-year-old Russian who 
flew with Barsov in a Red air 
force plane to United States terri- 


tory in Austria last October, wrote 
off his former partner’s fate at a 
press conference yesterday after 
Barsov surrendered to the Red 
army at a zonal border bridge in 
Austria. 

Pirogov, who was educated as a 
teacher and is writing a book 
concerning his life in Russia, re- 
vealed that Barsov tried to buy 
him off and persuade him to re- 
turn home too. Barsov met him 
in New York late last month and 
offered him money, probably fur- 
nished by the Russian Embassy, 
to tear up a publisher’s contract, 
he said. 

Parted With Bitter Words. 

Pirogov said he and his friend 
parted on bitter words with Bar- 
sov telling him: “I'll see, when 
you get back, how you swing in 
the air in Red Square in Moscow.” 

He said Barsov gave him a 
warning from the Russian Embar- 
sy in which he quoted the Em- 
bassy as saying:

NEW YORK, Sept. 1 (AP)—The 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis said today it would 
launch a new fund-raising drive

Truman was asked to comment 
on Vaughan’s statement of yester-

The reporter wanted to know 
what the President thought about 
that. It was then that Truman 
asserted that the committee hear- 
ing was being held at the Capitol 
and it would not be continued at 
the White House.

Discusses Cold War. 

Truman expressed the hope that 
the cold war of herves between the 
East and West will end in surren- 
der, as did the World War II 
shooting conflict. 
At the same time he told the 
jammed press conference that he 
thought the cold war is slackening 
up very much. 
His comments on the world 
peace outlook came after a re 
porter noted that today marks the 
tenth anniversary of the Nazi 
launching of World War II.

_ held between representatives of 
the Fisher Body Corp. and a bar- 
gaining committee of Local 25 and 
has arrived at a basis for resolv- 
ing the present issues. 

“A similar meeting was held yes- 
terday at the Chevrolet plant with 
the same results.” 

The union spokesman empha- 
sized that the strike authorization 
remained in effect but added, “If 
the companies live up to their 
promises, I think things will work 
out all right.” 

Management was represented in 
the talks by Ralph Nordyke of 
the Detroit central office of the 
Fisher Body Corp. and Norman 
Ellis of the Detroit central office 
of the Chevrolet division of Gen- 
eral Mgtors Corp., Pfaffenback 
said. 

Union representatives included 
L. J. Huff of Detroit, Russell Let- 
ner, regional director of the union, 
and James F. Feeney Jr., president 
of Local 25. 

Principal grievance that led to 
the strike vote was a reported 
“speed-up” whereby workers com- 
plained they were forced to turn 
out from 64 to 65 automobiles an 
hour now as compared with about 
50 units a year ago, without addi- 
tional workers on the assembly 
lines. 

They also complained ‘of “jug- 
gling” of piecework rates to re- 
duce take-home pay, and of irreg- 
ular lunch hours. 

Pfaffenback said 87% per cent 
of the votes cast were in favor of 
a strike. The results of the vote 
were forwarded last week to the 
international office of the union.

The Union Bus Terminal of St. 
Louis, Inc., 600 Walnut street, 
which has been in operation for 
more than 15 years, ceased opera- 
tion as a bus terminal yesterday 
because of a decline in business, 
William Fisher, treasurer of the 
company, said today. 

Four bus companies used the 
depot as a terminal, Fisher said, 
and seven other bus lines used it 
as a stop, but had their terminals 
elsewhere. Bus lines which used it 
as a terminal are Wallen Bus 
Lines, Missouri, Kansas & Okla- 
homa Trailways, Missouri Transit 
Co. and Louisiana Motor Coaches. 

Lines which stopped at the de- 
pot to load, or unload passengers, 
are Greyhound Lines, V-K Bus 
Lines, Washington-Union-St. Louis 
Bus Line, Missouri Pacific Trail- 
ways, Jacksonville Trailways, 
Great Southern Coaches and St. 
Louis-Cape Girardeau Bus Line. 

Of the four bus lines which 
used the depot as a terminal, one, 
the Louisiana Motor Coaches, will 
make its terminal at the Grey- 
hound Bus Terminal, Broadway 
and Delmar boulevard, while the 
other three will move to the Trail- 
ways Bus Depot, 706 North Broad- 
way. Fisher said the Union Bus 
Terminal was operated on a com- 
mission basis, receiving a percent- 
age of money collected on ticket 
sales.

GIFT DEEP-FREEZER 


Ex-St. Louisan Invited Donor 
to a Meal on Next Trip 
to Washington.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1—James 
K. Vardaman Jr., a former St. 
Louisan, who at that .time was 
President Truman’s naval aide, 
was one of the seven recipients of 
deep-freezers obtained in 1945 and 
1946 through the help of Maj. Gen. 
Harry H. Vaughan of St. Louis, 
the President’s military aide. 
As has been brought out in tes- 
timony in the 5 percenter inves- 
tigation, the deep freezers were 
gifts from the Albert Verley Per- 
fume Co. of Chicago, whose rep- 
resentatives had been able to fly 
to Europe shortly after V-E day 
in an Army plane. 
Following is the text of Varda- 
man’s note of appreciation: 
The White House 

Washington, 18 Aug. 1945 
“Dear Mr. Bennett, 
“On my return from Berlin I 
found at the house a deep freeze, 
which I understand from our mu- 
tual friend, John Maragon, was 
sent by you. 
“There is no adequate way in 
which either Mrs. Vardaman or I 
can express our appreciation of 
this gift; at least a gesture in 
that direction is a cordial invita- 
tion to you to join us at a-meal 
the next time you are in Washing- 
ton and enjoy with us some of 
the food so nicely kept by this 
equipment.

for introduction when the Board 
of Aldermen reconvenes Sept. 23, 
Alderman Alfred I. Harris of the 
Twenty-second Ward announced 
today. 

Harris said the ordinance will 
be patterned after the Detroit and 
Cleveland laws providing for 
scientific sobriety tests, because 
of the outstanding success these 
cities have had in combating 
drunken driving. 

Such tests, he declared, would 
eliminate the necessity of pro- 
ducing a witness in court who 
actually saw the drunken driver 
operating an automobile, in order 
to establish a valid case against 
the driver. This present require- 
ment, Harris said, is the greatest 
ful prosecutions of intoxicated 
motorists. 

The alderman added that the 


prosecutions, but would benefit 
innocent motorists improperly 
charged with drunken driving. 

Harris said he would confer 
with Police Judges James H. Con- 
nor and John Lee Waechter con- 
cerning problems of enforcing the 
laws against drunken drivers, and 
would request their assistance in 
drafting the new ordinance.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 (AP)— 
Two of the aluminum industry’s 
“little fellows” have been alloted 
tentatively the Government’s en- 
tire known purchases of alumi- 
num for stockpiling. This program 
would exclude their big competi- 
tor, Aluminum Co. of America. 

An official of the General Serv- 
ices Administration, which handles 
the buying for the Munitions 
Board, said the Kaiser-owned Per- 
manente Metals Corp. would have 
the right to take 40 per cent of the 
Governmént business and Rey- 
nolds Metals Co. the other 60 per 
cent. 

Alcoa executives are known to 
be concerned over the prospect of 
being shut out of Government 
business not only for the present 


but possibly for the next 25 years 
under arrangements now contem- 
plated, 

The quantity immediately in- 
volved is 60,000,000 pounds. This 
is the amount which the Muni- 
tions Board has indicated it wants 
to stockpile in the fiscal] year end- 
ing next June 30. 

In addition, Henry J. Kaiser’s 
Permanente firm, which has just 
contracted to buy. three war sur- 
plus aluminum plants, has the 
option of providing up to about 
40 per cent of all “indicated” 
stockpile purchases for the next 
25 years. 

Whether a similar 25-year 
Clause will be granted to Rey- 
nolds, which is negotiating for 
four surplus plants it now leases, 
remains to be seen. The deal is 
still in the early stages. 

The Munitions Board has de- 
clined to say whether it may want 
more aluminum than the 60,000,- 
000 pounds thus far fixed as the 
1950 program. If more is bought, 
room might be left for Alcoa to 
get some orders. 

The General Services spokes- 

man explained the exclusive trans- 
actions this way: The _ surplus 
property law, supported by a 
court decision, instructs the sur- 
plus agency to dispose of alumi- 
num plants in the manner “best 
suited to establish competition in 
the aluminum industry.” Alcoa 
has been sued on anti-trust 
grounds, 
The contracts, as now contem- 
plated, would help Premanente 
& Reynolds—which began alumi- 
num production on a sizable scale 
during the war-—become more 
firmly established. The stockpile 
sales also would help them meet 
their payments on plant pur- 
chases, thereby protecting the 
Government’s financial interest in 
the plants.

In saying this, the President 
pointed out that the first ses- 
sion of the present Eighty-first 
Congress is still not ended. 

Urged Lehman to Make Race. 

Discussing the New York sena- 
torial race, Truman disclosed that 
in reply to a letter from Gov. Leh- 
man last week, he told Lehman he 
hoped he would decide to make 
the race. It was subsequent to the 
Truman message that Lehman 
publicly announced he would run. 
Senator Dulles has not yet an- 
nounced whether or not he will 
seek the ful] term seat. The Pres- 
ident indicated today he might 
speak in New York in Lehman’s 
behalf next year. 

The President, on other queries, 
said he was not yet ready to fill 
27 new federal judgships, author- 
ized by Congress to relieve con- 
gestion in the courts. He will an- 
nounce the nominations as soon 
as they are ready, he said. 

Asked how -he was able to get 
congressional farm conferees to 
agree so quickly on a farm pro- 
gram this week, after they had 
visited him at the White House, 
the President said modestly that 
he hadn’t done much—that when 
they sat down together to. talk 
things over, the conferees found 
they were not as far apart as they 
thought. That's usually the case, 
he added. 

He had no comment when asked 
whether Garland Ferguson would 
be renamed to: the Federal Trade 
Commission.

4. To increase the strength of 
Communist parties all over Eu- 
rope by means of what is ad- 
mittedly a very popular cam- 
paign. These parties have lost 
an average of a third of their 
memberships since the war end- 


ed. 
Methods Will Differ. 


Methods of Russia’s fifth col- 
umnists will be different accord- 
ing to country and the degree of 
an individual country’s “subserv- 
_ fence” to the United States. 

In Berlin and western Ger- 
many, this peace campaign will 
consist mainly of speeches ut 
* tered by Soviet-inspired politi- 
cians, and the release of peace 
doves to bring to all German 
homes the presumed symbol of the 
Soviet desire for peace. 


In France and Italy, it will take 
the form' of a nation-wide vote 
against war accompanied by cam- 
paigns for higher wages and at- 
tacks on government arms expen- 
ditures. 

In France, specifically, voters 
will be asked to write their names 
and addresses at the bottom of 
petitions which begin: “I want 
peace because .. .” Followed by 
six reasons suggested by the Com- 
munist-sponsored “World Congress 
of the Partisans of Peace. 


This vote is in preparation for 
an international day of the fight 
for peace, scheduled for Oct. 2. 
Simultaneous peace rallies will ‘be 
held in all countries of the world, 
but in Europe naturally, they are 
bound to be particularly spectacu- 
lar. Communist officials here claim, 
in fact, the support of 800,000,000 
people in 72 countries of the globe. 

Ballots to the Premier. 


In France the ballots will be 
collected at regional peace assem- 
blies and finally presented to Pre- 
mier Queuille in order that he 
may “impose peace.” 


Although this effort is indorsed 
by Communist parties and pub- 
licized by party organs, fifth col- 
umnists will be clever enough 
not to make it a one-party affair. 
While the French committee for 
peace is headed by Frederic Joliot- 
Curie, head of atomic energy re- 
search and noted Communist, 
members are being recruited 
mostly among former resistance 
heroes and well-known wrfiters of 
leftist but not Communist lean- 
ings. 


In order to mellow those gentle 
appeasers who are congenitally 
unable to see very far ahead, the 
Communist labor unions have 
tried to get the support of the 
Christian unions and the two-year- 
old non-party “Workers Strength.” 
So far, however, they have not 
succeeded. 


Speeches, posters, left press— 
all are doing their part to build 
the drive up to a bang-up cre- 
scendo, with one of the deepest 
human emotions as its weapon, 
desire for peace and tranquility. 


Two Main Themes. 

Its two main themes are that 
the western states seek to destroy 
pacific Soviet Russia, and that 
military credits which every gov- 
ernment votes “under pressure of 
the American administration” 
could better be employed for eco- 
nomic recovery. . 

As a final argument: Workers 
everywhere will be the first vic- 
tims of any new global conflict. 

These arguments are exactly 
those which the French pacifist 
movement, headed by the writer 
Henri Barbusse, launched here 
from 1936 onward with an effi- 
ciency that was only fully realized 
in 1940, when French armies col- 
lapsed after three weeks of com- 
bat. 

As in 1936, even liberal Catholic 
elements all over western Europe 
are bound to be attracted by the 
cam not because they feel 
at all inclined toward Commu- 
nists, but by sheer fear of war.

TOKYO, Sept. 1. 
ACING the facts of life, Gen. 
fF Douglas MacArthur’s economic 
advisers are prepared ,to rec- 
ommend the immediate resump- 
tion of trade between Japan and 

Communist China. 

These advisers are convinced 
that regardless of China’s political 
complexion trade between the two 
countries is inevitable if Japan is 
to’ achieve economic § self-suffi- 
ciency. 

Continued failure to establish 
Chinese-Japanese trade is costing 
American taxpayers plenty, it is 
pointed out. 

For example, the occupation is 
importing coal from America at 
$24 a ton when it could be bought 
from China for $12. 

These and other facts are sched- 
uled to be presented to Army Un- 
der :cretary Tracy Voorhees who 
is now in Tokyo, It is hoped Voor- 
hees wi'l take a favorable recom- 
mendation back to Washington. 

MacArthur’s hatred of Commu- 
nism is well known, However, his 
advisers cannot see how Japan 
can achieve its goal of self- 
sufficiency by 1953 without more 
or less uninhibit-1 trade with 
China. 

In prewar years China took 
more than 30 per cent of Japan’s 
exports and suppliéd 20 per cent 
of its imports, including coal, iron 
Ore and food. Today’s trade is 
only a fraction of that. : 

Since the Communists swept 
over most of China, Washington 
has kept its finger on all trade be- 
tween the two countries, although 
nobody here will admit it. 

There has been only $8,000,000 
worth of trade since the first of 
the year. A $10,000,000 deal to 
Supply Japan with sorely needed 
raw materials is pending. 

Washington has allowed Japan 
to ship 1000 tons of copper wire to 
China but China wants railroad 
rolling stock and other heavy 
equipment with strategic value.

Enormous Strides Made Politically, Socially 
and Economically — Communist Bid for 
Power ‘a Victim of Its Own Excesses.’

Economically he disclosed, 
Japan is trading with 113 foreign 
countries and territorial areas. Its 
exports for the first six months 
of 1949 exceeded those for the full 
year 1948, he said. Coal produc- 
tion has ‘nearly doubled in three 
years and figures in other lines 
are comparable. 

4th Anniversary of Surrender. 
MacArthur’s statement was made 
on the fourth anniversary of the 
signing of the Japanese surrender 
aboard the battleship Missouri in 
Tokyo Bay, and was one of the 
most important he has made: as 
Allied commander in chief. 
Concluding his long review, Mac- 
Arthur said: 

“The great and noble effort by 
the American people, with the 
whole-hearted support of other 
allies, toward the reorientation 
and reconstruction of the postwar 
Japan, beyond peradventure of a 
doubt will prove eminently suc- 
cessful. 

“Long hence, history will record 
of the occupation that its greatest 
contribution to the progress of 
civilization was to introduce into 
Japan the great concept of per- 
sonal liberty and individual dig- 
nity and to give the Christian 
ideal the opportunity to advance 
into Asia, 

“Of the Japanese people I can 
pay no higher tribute than to re- 
peat that they have fully and 
faithfully fulfilled their surrender 
commitments and have well earned 
the freedom and dignity and op- 
portunity which alone can come 
with the restoration of a formal 
peace.”

“But these assaults were effec- 
tively repulsed—not by the re- 
pressive force of police power but 
by the weight of an increasingly 
informed and active . Japanese 
public opinion aroused to meet 
the threat to their free institu- 
tions. 

“As a result, the threat of 
Communism as a major issue in 
Japanese life is past. It fell vic- 
tim of its own excesses. 
anese mind penetrated the hy- 
pocrisy supporting its position.” 

This repulse of Communism, 
MacArthur said, brought to light 
for the first time the “full latent 
power of the Japanese devotion to 
the concepts of a and the 
integrity of their constitutional 
processes.”

Rise Bill Unfair, Ambiguous 
And Another Burden on Driver 


Committee Gives Six Reasons Why Measure 
Should Be Put Before Voters in Referen-

The committee, made up of rep- 
resentatives of groups opposed to 
the Governor’s bill recently passed 
by the Legislature to double the 
present state gasoline tax of 2 
cents a gallon, also announced 
referendum petitions would be in 
circulation by the close of this 
week, 


The petitions specifically call 
for a referendum in the genera] 
election on Nov. 7, 1950. Filing of 
the petitions, with the legally re- 
quired number of signatures, 
would suspend operation of the 
tax increase bill until the voters 
have an opportunity to vote on it. 
If not referred, the act would be- 
come effective Oct. 14. 

List of Reasons. 


Reasons listed by the committee 
for a referendum, which are con- 
tained in instruction sheets at- 
tached to the referendum petition, 
are: “ 


“1. The people should have the 
opportunity to vote on this tax 
bill. Their chance to vote on 
acts of the Legislature is guar- 
anteed by the referendum pro- 
visions of the constitution. 


“2. Every basic law and tax 
levy in the last 30 years of our 
state highway development has 
been submitted for approval of 
the voters of the state. This 
should be no exception. : 


“3. This bill is an invagsion/of 
the constitutional powers of the 
State Highway Commission in 
its administration of our state 
highway funds. 


“4, The bill itself is ambigu- 
ous, too long and poorly written. 
(In connection with the charge 
of ambiguity, it was pointed out 
that there was uncertainty un- 
der provisions of the bill wheth- 
er present tax refunds, for gas- 
oline used for farm and other 
non-highway purposes, would be 
continued, and that other legal 
questions would have to be set- 
tled in the courts.) 

“5. The bill provides an un- 
fair distribution of the money 
from the tax increase. Al- 
though car owners living in 
cities will pay 70 per cent of 
the tax, the cities will receive 
no direct benefits from the tax 
increase. 

“6. Missouri motor vehicle 
owners now pay a stupendous 
tax bill—over $73,000,000 a year. 
This total tax bill is made up 
of federal, state and city gaso- 
line taxes, and city and state 
registration fees, drivers license 
fees, sales taxes, property taxes 
on cars, and federal excise taxes 
on cars, tires, oil, parts and ac- 
cessories. This increase would 
boost the total to $91,000,000 a 


year.” 

Smith’s Bill. 

Smith’s bill, which the Governor 
signed last week, would increase 
the tax from 2 cents to 4 cents, 
and earmark revenue from one 
cent of the increase for use in 
building local, ‘ low-type roads, 
largely selected by politically con- 
trolled county courts. The other 
one cent of the incease would go 
to the State Highway Commission 
for general state highway pur- 


poses.

HE Gasoline Tax Referendum Committee, which heads the 
state-wide move to refer Gov. Forrest Smith’s gasoline tax in- 
crease bill to voters of Missouri for rejection or approval, an- 
nounced yesterday six Major reasons why the tax increase should 
be subjected to a referendum—and beaten. 


The Governor made a losing 
fight to obtain adoption by the 
Legislature of an emergency 
clause on the tax bill, when it was 
passed. Such a clause would have 
made the bill effective as soon 
as Smith signed it, and would have 
barred any’ move to subject it to 
the people in a referendum. 


Smith also sought to persuade 
opponents of the bill not to in- 
voke the referendum. Failing in 
that he recently issued statements, 
in signing the bill and in a news- 
letter sent to newspapers of the 
state, appealing to voters not to 
sign referendum petitions. 


‘Selfish Interests.’ 


In that connection 
charged the “opposition to this 
program is being pushed by sel- 
fish interests,” and asserted “they 
are employing misrepresentations 
and misleading statements.” 


Major opponents of the tax in- 
crease are the Missouri Petroleum 
Industries Committee, made up of 
large oil companies and dealers; 
the Missouri Petroleum Associa- 
tion, representing oil jobbers; the 
Automobile Club of Missouri, and 
the Missouri Bus and Truck Asso- 
ciation.

To Hold Arctic 
Defense Games 


Joint Army and Air 
Force Winter Ex- 


ercises to Be Near 
Alaska.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 (AP) 


ANADIAN and United States 
( ground and air units wil] work 
out fighting techniques. this 
winter for combined defense of 
the Arctic frontier. 


The Army announced today that 
“Exercise Cross-Index”—involving 
comparatively small units of the 
armies of the two nations, sup- 
ported by the United States and 
Royal Canadian Air Forces—will 
be conducted in the Yukon and 
Alaska areas near Whitehorse, 
during January and February. 


Each army will provide a “one- 
battalion combat team including 
infantry—some of which will be 
employed in a parachute role—ar- 
tillery, engineers, signals and oth- 
er supporting arms and services,” 
the formal announcement § said. 
Army officials declined to specify 
the total number of men involved, 
pointing out that the size of a 
combat team varies widely, de- 
pending on its mission. 


The two air forces will provide 
fighter cover for troops and bomb- 
er, reconnaissance and transport 
planes. 


“In addition to existing commu- 
nications, mobile R.CA.F. and 
U.S.A.F. signals equipment will be 
used,” the Army said. “Mobile 
air force radar and control cen- 
ters will also be employed.” 


Canada and the United States 
are undertaking to build a per- 
manent chain of radar aircraft de- 
tection stations across the north- 
ern rim of the continent to warn 
of the appraach of hostile craft 
across the Polar Cap. 

The over-all commander of the 
Arctic exercise will be named by 
the United States, as well as the 
army commander, while Canada 
will appoint the allied air forces 
commander. Most of the troops 
will be flown into the Whitehorse 
area, with the rest moving in over 
the Alaska highway. In some in- 
stances, troops will travel as much 
as 3000 miles. 

“The objectives of the exercise 
are to develop procedures, doc- 
trines and techniques for the em- 
ployment of the combined Canadi- 
an-United States armies and air 
forces operating in the Far 
North,” the Army announcement

Company installed these “Juke Boxes” 
through deception. They conducted a 
poll to ascertain whether the public 
wanted them or not. They deceived the 
public by not mentioning that radio was 
being installed for revenue purposes; the 
public naturally assumed it was a good- 
will-gesture on the part of the company. 
In other words, the only object in in- 
stalling these “juke boxes” was to squeeze 
a little more revenue from advertisers 
at the expense of the riders on our busses 
and streetcars. 

If someone should stick his head in 
my home and shout “Buy Beer,” 
or any other advertising which is being 
screamed at us in the busses, I would 
call the police, but we must meekly sub- 
mit to this nuisance. It is high time 
that the City of St. Louis took action. 

University City is to be congratulated 
for its Anti-Noise law against loud- 
speaker advertising from planes. If St. 
Louis considers advertising from planes 
a public nuisance, then it must also in- 
terpret the law to cover “juke boxes” in 
St. Louis busses. 

I have asked several motormen and 
bus drivers how they felt about it and 
several have told me that they were sick 
and tired of it themselves, and many 
times they turned the radios off for their 
own personal relief. 

Many times these “juke boxes” have 
been so loud that if a fire siren had 

sounded the bus driver coud not possi- 
“bly have heard it. One of these days 
-there will be an accident and the Public 
Service Co. will be sued, and I only hope 
“I will have the opportunity of testifying 
.in behalf of the plaintiff.

Bus Radio as a Nuisance 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Many citizens in this metropolitan 
area should be thankful to you for your 
editorial demanding the removal of the 
‘radio nuisance in our streetcars and 
_ busses. 

These noise-making machines are dis- 
tracting. It occurred to me that a suit 
might be filed by one or more patrons 
of the Public Service Co. for maintain- 
‘ing a nuisance, and disturbing the peace 
and quiet of the passengers. 

Suppose someone should enter the 
conveyance and begin to strum on a 
guitar some hill-billy song, which none 
of us would tune in at our home, or even 
in our garage, and then announce “The 
weather forecast for today is perhaps 
rain, perhaps not—the present tempera- 
ture is normal in the downtown area.” 
And then continuing he would announce, 
“The Ace Garbage Can Co, have a spe- 
cial sale today and tomorrow of gar- 
bage cans with their patented rat-proof 
lid.” I believe nearly all of the passen- 
gers in the car would not protest should 
the driver stop the car at some inter- 
section and have a policeman eject the 
offender, or he might be arrested for 
disturbing the peace of passengers. 

Many of us live in the county and it 
fs a long haul -to downtown, and these 
radio disturbances are really disturbing. 

We would like to read, or converse, but 
with the Noise of St. Louis going full- 
time all the way of the trip we are help- 
less.

Ten Years Ago 


WARSAW BOMBED, GERMAN ARMY 


PUSHES ON INTO POLAND—BRITAIN | 


AND FRANCE GIVE LAST WARNING 


Those were the headlines on the front page of 
the Post-Dispatch 10 years ago, Sept. 1, 1939. 
They recorded the outbreak of World War II. 
The fighting was brought to an end on the deck 
of the U.S.S. Missouri on the same date just four 
years ago, Sept. 1, 1945. 

Between those two days, more than 22,000,000 
people were killed. Almost 35,000,000 were 
wounded. More than 230 billion dollars worth 
of property was destroyed. All this was done at 
a cost well above a trillion*dollars—seven times 
the assessed value of the United States. 

The first bombs were dropped on Warsaw, the 
first shells lobbed into Danzig on the Baltic. 
Before it was over, the red hand of Mars had 
touched some of the most unfrequented islets in 
the Pacific. Atomic bombs fell on Japan. The 
thunder rolled around the world. 

And the lightning changed the world. Euro- 
pean cities, a thousand years in the building, 
were smashed. Governments were overthrown. 
Old alignments were destroyed, The way of life 
of millions was changed by the uniform. And 
economic forces were unleashed whieh made it 
impossible to go back to old ways when the uni- 
form was put aside. The end is not yet. 

Why was all the blood spilled? All the wealth 
squandered? Because, in the words of E. L. 
Woodward, the English historian, “the Germans 
acquiesed in the conduct of their affairs by a 
gang of crazy nihilists.” But, in a sense, that is 
ascribing more power to Hitler than he ever 
wielded. There were circumstances which made 
a failure out of Stresemann, the enlightened 
statesman, and a high-stepping if short-lived con- 
queror out of Hitler, the madman. Could those 
circumstances have been changed or controlled? 

The roots’ of war stretch out in many direc- 
tions. But if the finger is to be put on a single 
cause, it probably should be put on the depres- 
sion which hit Germany particularly hard. It 
gave the Nazis their chance at power. They 
nourished it with a terrible witches’ brew of 
racism; hate, unbridled ambition and sinister 
opportunism. Their grasp for the @eins of the 
world had to be foiled. And it was. 

This second world war, however, makes it 
clear that there can be no relaxation of vigilance 
after victory. Hitler is gone. But there is al- 
ways the possibility that others will seek to work 
out the pattern he followed. The essential paral- 
lel between Nazi Germany and Soviet Russia is 
obvious. And there is the danger that power- 
hungry men elsewhere may also bend dispirited 
people to their will. 

Such men can be kept in check if the free 
people of the world—and that means especially 
the people of the United States—will keep 
enough power in being to defeat any potential 
aggressor. It is perhaps even more important 
that ‘such men can be kept from rising to power 
if a real effort is made to prevent the economic 
collapse which tempts people to open their ears 
to dictatorial blandishments. 

The building of a prosperous, democratic 
world in which men do not think of war as a 
solver of problems may be almost as difficult as 
beating back an aggressor. But what happens 
to civilization if the effort is not made? 

Meanwhile, it will be well to keep the rifle 
oiled and the powder horn full. 
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Drunken Driving Under Study 

The Safety Council is performing a useful 
service for every St Louisan in undertaking to 
find out what needs to be done to curb drunken 
driving here. . 

There are plenty of ways to make improve- 
ments, the council president, Robert B. Brooks, 
indicates. One of them is to replace the type of 
sobriety a now in use at City Hospital, which 
is not admissible as evidence in court without 
the consent of the defendant. A chemical test 
is being used successfully in 172 cities. 

In striking contrast with St. Louis’ poor record 
of 40 per cent convictions in drunken-driving 
cases, Cleveland has been obtaining 97 per cent 


‘convictions with the aid of the superior test for 


sobriety. Detroit, another city where it is used, 
has reduced drunken driving accidents in~ the 
last eight years from 1774 not involving fatali- 
ties to 120, and from 47 ‘involving. fatalities to 
three. This is an enviable record, and there is 
no reason why St. Louis cannot do equally well. 


Inadequacies in the law and in law enforce- 
ment will also be studied by the Safety Council. 
We expect it will be found useful to restore the 
workhouse sentence in the police court, and to 
encourage the Police Department to take a more 
aggressive attitude toward carrying prosecutions 


on into the state courts, where even more dis- ° 


couraging penalties are available.

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Who Cares About the Soil? 


The Army Engineers and the Reclamation 
Bureau are ganging up on the Department of 
Agriculture in the Missouri Valley, to the detri- 
ment of soil conservation and electric power 
production. Meanwhile, they continue their own 
fight between themselves about how the valley 
shall be developed. 

It is interesting to observe how the Army En- 
gineers and the Reclamation Bureau are chang- 
ing their tune about there being enough water 
in the Missouri River system for everybody. 
That was what they said when acceptance of 
their premature, makeshift Pick-Sloan “plan” 
depended on there being enough water. Now, 
when the Department of Agriculture plans for 
400,000 farm ponds in the valley to conserve 
range and pasture lands by making grazing more 
uniform, it’s a different story. 

W. G. Sloan, author of the Reclamation Bu- 
reau’s end of the Pick-Sloan “plan,” says the 
ponds would “seriously jeopardize the water 
supply for projects now planned.” This is a 
masterpiece of understatement, inasmuch as 
some of the problems now planned already 
jeopardize the water supply for other projects 
now planned. 

The farm ponds are one of the means by 
which the Agriculture Department proposes to 


_ keep the soil where it belongs. One of the good 


results of keeping the soil where it belongs 
would be to reduce the amount of silt in the 
Missouri river. One of the good effects of re- 
ducing the silt in the river would be that a tre- 
mendous amount of electric power could be pro- 
duced in the main stream between Sio'-x City 
and St. Louis, according to Federal Power Com- 
mission Chairman Smith. Pick-Sloan does not 
plan to produce any power there at all. 

It is just now hoodia apparent how costly 
the makeshift plans of the Army Engineers and

the Reclamation Bureau really are. They are 
wasteful of money and natural resources. 

The answer is one single agency to.conduct 
the development as a whole—an MVA. 
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Loophole for Monopoly 
A measure to plug a serious loophole in the 
anti-trust laws was introduced eight months 
ago. The House has passed it, 223 to 92, but 


.Chairman McCarran of the Senate Judiciary 


Committee is hostile. He has waited until just 
now to appoint a subcommittee, and this body is 
going to duplicate the House hearings, “probably 
within the next few weeks.” With the Senators 
eager to adjourn, McCarran’s delay dims the 
bill’s chances for 1949. 

The loophole is in ‘the Clayton Act of 1914. 
That law forbids one corporation to buy stock in 
another when the Federal Trade Commission 
finds that the purchase would seriously weaken 
competition in the affected industry. But this 
rule quickly became almost a dead letter, be- 
cause corporation lawyers discovered that Con- 
gress neglected to forbid the purchase of a com- 
pany’s physical assets and good will. 

Because of the loophole, the FTC was power- 
less to check the tidal wave of mergers during 
the 1920s and the backwash of more mergers 
during the depression. 

Every year since 1929 the FTC has begged 
Congress to plug the loophole. 

President Truman has made it an official pur- 
pose of his Administration. Representative 
(now Senator) Kefauver of Tennessee has spon- 
sored the necessary legislation in several ses- 
sions of Congress. It was a Republican, John 
Gwynne of Iowa, who wrote the favorable House 
report last year. 

This puts a heavy burden of responsibility on 
the shoulders of Pat McCarran, the one-man 
blockader.. Other Senators must make sure 
that he either discharges the responsibility 
promptly or has the bill taken out of his control. 
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Pictures as Well as Books 


‘There is a spreading conviction among public 
librarians that their institutions should circulate 
more than books. Some of them now also offer 
sheet music and phonograph records. 

The Louisville Public Library has come for- 
ward with still another innovation. Its patrons 
now may borrow a picture, hang it over their 
mantle or sofa for a month or so, and then ex- 
change it for another. So the graphic arts are 
properly bi ught into the company of literature 
and music. 

One hesitates to suggest such an idea to the 
St. Louis Public Library since it is so hard 
pressed for funds. But if ever an unexpected 
bit of prosperity comes to Olive and Thirteenth, 
Librarian Compton may want to give the idea 
some consideration. 
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Gratification With Reservation 

The Home Owners Loan Corporation reports 
that 91 per cent of its loans have been repaid 
and that it is beginning to show profits. So this 
measure to stay mortgage foreclosures during 
the depression may cost taxpayers nothing. But 
this is cause for only qualified jubilation. 

If the HOLC breaks even or ends with a 
profit, it will be because the cost of housing has 
soared since the depression. It is not a healthy 
situation that old houses, despite the ensuing 
years of depreciation, sell for more today than 
they did in 1929, 1933 or 1939. It is not a whole- 
some situation when the Government itself gains 
such a vested interest in continued inflation as 
the HOLC and the FHA. 

The Government has also fared well so far 
with the~cheap mortgage insurance it wrote up 
into the days of World War II. But the reason, 
again, is that prices have soared since the war. 
In the last three years, the Treasury has backed 
billions of dollars in mortgages on the highest- 
priced housing of all time. President Truman 
has just signed a bill to increase this commit- 
ment half a billion dollars. 

What will happen if incomes and home prices 
shake down during the next 20 or 25 years? This 
would happen: The Government would have to 
take over billions in distressed, over-priced mort- 
gages. HOLC would be here again, but on @ 
much larger and more hazafdous scale. 

The old moral still applies: The cost of hous- 
ing is more than most buyers are prudently. able 
to carry. Sooner or later, the building industry 
must undergo a technological revolution and 
bring the cost down. 


**A”’ for the Schools 


All 42 lunchrooms and cafeterias in St. Louis 
public schools have “A” ratings from the city 
sanitary inspectors. 

This bit of news is a reminder of the late Dr. 
Joseph F. Bredeck. The School Board first re- 
fused to acknowledge the city’s right to police 
the sanitary conditions in its eating places. But 
the redoubtable Health Commissioner went to 
the mat with the board and won. The board 
never had a moral leg to stand on, and the State 
Court of Appeals cut off the legal leg that it 
claimed to have. 

After all this, we are glad to note that the 
SchooleBoard and its employes have boned up 
on their sanitation lesson and passed the exam 
with flying colors. 
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Symptoms of a Healthy Attitude 

Washington conferees on the British crisis 
already agree on major goals and even on some 
practical details. The British are reported, for 
instance, to have said that American custgms 
regulations are the world’s worst for red tape. 
The Americans recognized justice in.this com- 
plaint. Government lawyers are already drafting 
simpler regulations to lay before Congress. 

Simplified trading rules would help Britain-to 
sell more goods in the United States. To cure 
the chronic British shortage of dollars will re- 
quire many measures, but the willingness to 
make this sensible customs adjustment is a symp- 
tom of a healthy state of mind. 

Another hopeful symptom is Americans’ calm 
reception and Britons’ welcoming reception of 
the creed of co-operation President Truman ex- 
pressed at the American Legion convention. 

A few Coolidge Age minds, to be sure, are 
raising superstitious alarms in this country.

Postwar building is beginning to transform the countryside, writer 
observes; sees sprouting of new homes everywhere as proof of 
vitality of American family; some city building is depressing, but 
most construction reflects the modern householder’s new goals.

ST. LOUIS. 

A train trip across the country these days 
reveals how change is coming to the Amer- 
ican landscape. The postwar building pro- 
gram is beginning to transform vistas. It 
gives a newness and brightness to city 
suburbs and even to the drowsiest of small 
towns. Color is more in evidence—blue and 
lavender roofs, pastel shutters and trim- 
mings. Fewer reminders of the “brown dec- 
ades” remain. 


Many farm homes are newly roofed or 
freshly painted. Many former gray or dir- 
ty-red barns are white with shining tin 
roofs, In the fields, tractors plow and cul- 
tivate, though here and there a horse or 
mule is at work. Baby shrubs and trees 
are getting a start in the bleak yards of 
new subdivisions. On all sides there is a 
reaching toward tomorrow. 


But there are hints of other, more sub- 
tle change. While most of the new hous- 
ing is conventional, some reflect new tend- 
encies in American life. Some indicate we 
may be getting ready to break our last tie 
with the Victorians—that of shelter, 


Regimented Rows in Cities 


Occasionally, a traditional farm home- 
stead flits past the train window. It may 
be a lonely two-story house with cedars 
or locust trees in the yard. Occasionally a 
small town “big house” with bay windows 
and@gingerbread woodwork is visible. Some- 
times one sees the big squat bungalow of 
the early 1900s or the groups of now drab 
cottages that were the new little homes of 
the building boom of the 1920s. 


One feels a little depressed looking at 
some of the new city building—the rows of 
standardized little houses, the blocks of 
duplexes, the acres of grim “institutional” 
apartments. Why so much regimentation? 
Wouldn’t a little more — haye been 
possible ? 


Yet the need for houses, any kind of 
houses, was desperate. No time for frills 
or esthetics. No money for them either 
with building costs so high. At any rate 


most of these new little peas-in-a-pod. 
, houses are being owned, or at least being 


bought, and they may some day be given 
individuality by loving hands. Not since 
1900 has there been so much home owner- 


ship in this country. Now nearly half the 
population owns its own shelter. 


Occasionally on the landscape appears a 
low, rambling, many-windowed house—to- 
day’s successor to the substantial home of 
yesterday. This “ranch house” seems stark 
in its severity, humble in its crouching pose 
‘at first glance. It is not self-sufficient 
nor withdrawn like the houses of the past, 
architects explain, because the modern fam- 
ily’s life is closely tied up with the com- 
munity. It is not imposing nor decora- 
tive because “face” is now sought by other 
means than the towering mansion. Light, 
air, convenience, comfort, economy—these 
are the goals of today’s householder. 


Many Few “Moderns” 


Few truly modernistic homes as yet show 
up though their number is increasing. Some 
architects, impatient over the public’s slow 
acceptance of new design in housing, have 
charged Americans with hanging on to out- 
dated homes because of a desire to es- 
cape social change, also eee they were 
steeped in folklore and sentimentality about 
housing. 


“Ranches,” 


National love of the colonia] tradition or 
addiction to nineteenth century architecture 
have strongly influenced American homes, 
as the landscape shows. But the number 
of new houses tending toward the one- 
story, open-planned arrangement that ex- 
pands hérizontally is impressive. These 
promise more open air, casual living, less 
dependence on servants, and more flexible 
family life. 


Both in the small and larger houses the 
plainness of appearance and emphasis on 
functionalism is marlred. Could Americans 
be becoming more practical and hardhead- 
ed, less concerned with impressing the 
Joneses? 

These bailiwicks of home-owning Ameri- 
cans in cities, towns and on farms seem a 
strange jumble as they flash past a train 
or a motor car. They speak of many 
housing booms, many patterns of family 
living. What housing mistakes and what 
advances will come out of this postwar 
building program no one can say now. But 
no one can look at the constant sprout- 
ing of new homes in every city and town 
without sensing the vitality of the Ameri- 
can family and its faith in the future.

Complaint Against ‘Do-Gooders’ 


THE STUMBLING STONE, by Aubrey Menen. (Charies 

Scribner's Sons, 253 3 pgs. #4.) 

Aubrey Menen has followed up his tri- 
umph in “The Prevalence of Witches” with 
an uneven but interesting and occasionally 
witty satire called “The Stumbling Stone.” 
The first book was a dissection of the mo- 
tives of evildoers; the second is an attempt 
to do the same kind of a job on the motives 
of do-gooders who do bad. 

Mr.°Menen has equipped his story with 
caricatures who walk and talk and almost 
seem real. However, they are clever cari- 
catures and hardly need to be more to 
dramatize the author’s point of view, which 
is itself something of an exaggeration. For 
Mr. Menen is saying in this book that one 
of the big troubles with the world is that 
it is full of people who are trying to do 
good things by meddling in other people’s 
lives. Some are sincere incompetents, some 
are busybodies, and some are hypocrites 

who make a living 
out of other people's 
misfortunes. 

His story concerns 
in part a naturally 
good man, Colley 
Burton, just returned 
from India where he 
had spent the best 
years of his life and 
his entire fortune to 
help underprivileged 
Indians, Burton’s 
good will is of vital 
importance to one 
Lucky Prynne, and 
Prynne, it so hap- 

Aubrey Menen pens, is a likeable 
fellow but absolutely unprincipled and a 
do-gooder of the hypocrite stamp. In the 
resulting contest between these two men, 
the stake is the life of a young delinquent 
who is being driven to suicide by the bun 
gling efforts of his would-be benefactors. 

It may be that do-gooders, whatever 
their motives, are not the problem that 
Aubrey Menen seems to think they are;

Their speciality .is influence and 
knowing the right people and 
they make millions from it. An 
investigation that really dug into 
this phase of the influence indus- 
try would hit pay dirt. 


UNIFORM MARRIAGE 
LAW BEFORE JURISTS 


Proposal Calls For 5-Day De- 
lay Before License Can 
Be Issued. 


A uniform marriage ‘icense act 
and a uniform prenatal blood test 
act were up for consideration at 
today’s sessions of the National 
Conference of Commissioners on 
Uniform State Laws at Hotel Jef- 
ferson. —_— 

The organization of lawyers, 
judges and law school, teachers, 
whose aim is to obtain uniform 
laws for the various states, has 
been meeting here since Monday. 
It plans to conclude the sessions 
Saturday in advance of the annual 
meeting of the American Bar As- 
sociation which opens Monday. 

The uniform marriage license 
act would impose a five-day wait- 
ing period on applicants and the 
furnishing of a statement by a 
licensed physician that each appli- 
cant had submitted to a standard 
laboratory blood test within 330 
days. The law would require a 
statement by the physician that in 
his opinion neither applicant was 
infected with syphilis in a com- 
municable stage. 

The waiting period and blood 
test could be waived by a probate 
judge for the district in which the 
marriage is to take place if he 
found that public policy or the 
physical condition of either of the 
parties required the intended mar- 
riage without delay. 

The prenatal blood test act 
would require all physicians giv- 
ing prenatal care to pregnant 
women to have a blood test made 
for syphilis within 30 days of the 
first examination. Birth certifi- 
cates would be required to show 
whether the test was Made and 
the date, but would not state the 
result of the test. The conference 
is not expected to give final ap- 
proval to the two acts until its 
next annual meeting. 

Principal project of the St. Louis 
meeting is to obtain final approv- 
al of a 2000-page uniform com- 
that has been in 
preparation since 1942, The con- 
ference will meet jointly tomor- 
row and Saturday with American 
Law Institute officials to consider 
the code.

Union Feud That May Stop Music 


Petrillo Threatens to Pull Out Orchestras 
In Dispute With Artists’ Guild 
On Who’s an Actor. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 1 (AP)— 
James C, Petrillo has threatened 
to silence orchestras in New York, 
and possibly throughout the na- 
tion, in a dispute with the AFL 
American Guild of Variety Artists. 

Petrillo, head of the AFL Amer- 
ican Federation of Musicians, said 
yesterday he might pull] orchestras 
out of New York hotels, night 
clubs and theaters “in a couple 
of days.” 

The action, he said, “could ex- 
tend over the entire country.” 

The threat appeared to be the 
start of a showdown battle in a 
long-standing feud between the 
musicians’ union and the AGVA, 
composed mostly of actors. 

Petrillo accused the AGVA of 
“raiding our union” and forcing 
AFM members to join the AGVA, 
too. He ordered any musicians 
who had joined the AGVA to get 
out of it. 

“Every time one of our men 
opens his mouth,” Petrillo said, 
“up pops an agent of the AGVA 
and says, ‘Gimme $50—you said 
something. You’re an actor.’ This 
has got to stop.” 

What touched off the present 


phase, Petrillo said, was an inci- 
dent involving Lee Norman, a bass 
fiddle player, in Harlem's Regent 
Theater, 15 weeks ago. 

Norman, Petrillo said, was ap- 
proached by an AGVA represen- 
tative and told he would have to 
join that union because he—the 
bass fiddle man—jumped up dur- 
ing the show and said; “We now 
present the Dolly sisters.” 

The AGVA contention, said Pe- 
trillo, is that anyone who speaks 
a couple of lines or introduces 
someone is an actor. 

Petrillo told a press conference 
he might order all AFM members 
not to appear on any programs 
with AGVA members. 

This, he said, would tie up hotel 
entertainment, vaudeville, night 
clubs and possibly some television 
shows. 

However, Albert Westbrook, 
business agent for AGVA, said: 
“Our members are well equipped 
to go on working without mu- 
sicians.” 

Westbrook said his union claims 
jurisdiction over “any one who 
speaks or acts on a stage before 
a curtain.”

NEW YORK, Sept. 1 (AP)—The 
flurry over color television may 
speed its development, but its ar- 
rival for the average set owner 
appears to be still months or even 
a few years away. 

Color television has been suc- 
cessfully demonstrated many times 
and is unquestionably workable 
right now, but— 

The demonstrations have been 
with expensive laboratory equip- 
ment costing many times what the 
average set owner could pay. The 
color receivers have been operated 
by technical experts. 

An all important question now 
is: Could color sets be made cheap 
enough for the average .consumer 
to afford, and simple enough in op- 
eration for the general public to 
use without running into a lot 
of trouble? 

The consensus among manufac- 
turers seems to he “not yet” on 
both parts of the quetsion. If you 
ask “How long,” the answers range 
from two years to 10 or more. 

The Federal Communications 
Commission, dedicated to protect- 
ing the public’s interest fm televi- 
sion, radio and the whole commu- 
nications field, is in this positon: 


~ offered television that might 
become obsolete when something 
better, such as color, may be avail- 
able. It wants at the same time to 
protect the more than 2,000,000 
persons who now have sets and 
the 77 telecasters with stations on 
the air. 

Hearings are scheduled for Sept. 
26 to determine whether any sys- 
tem is suitable for adoption now. 

The commission’s decision—for 
or against color—might be delayed 
for weeks or months pending ex- 
haustive tests of different svstems. 
Then even if it decided for color, 
some manufacturers say it would 
take possibly two years to design 
production models, tool up for the 
job, and distribute sets to retail 
stores. It also would take time to 
manufacture broadcasting equip- 
ment and install it in stations. 

The commission has to decide on 
a single system so all sets will 
receive any station as in radio and 
present black and white television. 
Once chosen, the system will have 
to be kept over a period of years 
as any change then would render 
obsolete all stations and sets and 
cost the public and eectemietss 
millions of dollars.

The early American housewives 
who invented the relish as an ac 
¢companiment for eats chose 
wisely when they named this mizx- 
ture of chopped vegetables, spices 
and vinegars. While thé relish has 
little or no food value, its presence 
adds much to a dinner and its 
sharp pungency has a way of step- 
Ping up the tempo of what might 
otherwise be a humdrum menu. 

Relishes must be put up in ster- 
lized jars. Glass tops are usually 
preferred to zinc or metal caps 
since strongly acid vinegar prod- 
ucts may destroy the seal. For 
best’ results, products should be 
firm and ripe. Lids and jars to 
be used should be kept in hot wa- 
ter in which they have been sater- 
ilized until] they are ready for use. 

Here are some relishes which 
should find their way to your pan- 
try shelves: 

Tangy Vegetable Relish. 
Three medium carrofts..: 
Three-pound cabbage. 

Six green peppers. 

Six sweet red peppers. 

Six medium onions. 

Boiling water. 

Two tablespoons salt.

In contrast, the department re- 
ported that weather conditions be- 
tween mid-July and mid-August 
were favorable, on the whole, for 
the grain harvest in the rest of 
Europe. 

In Yugoslavia, the report said, 
the bread grain crop, already 
harvested, was “slightly better 
than 1948.” 

It had this to say about the 
Russian agricultural picture: 
“Reports of harvesting difficul- 
ties in a number of regions, due 
to wet, lodged and weedy grain, 
uneven or late ripening, short 
stand of the grain and shattering, 
continued early in August. Much 
grain that was cut was stil] un- 
stacked early in August, and prob- 
ably deteriorated during the heavy 
rains which were widespread. Con- 
siderable crop losses were re- 
ported, thus reducing the actual 
‘barn” yield of what promised to 
be a good crop of grains—wheat, 
rye, oats and barley.”

There are specific laws for mills, 
factories, office buildings and simi- 
lar commercial users. Railroads 
and steamboats are covered by a 
second class of laws. Small con- 
sumers, such as residents, make 
up the third group. 

Efforts to eliminate the umbrella 
of smoke from Pittsburgh date 
back to 1892. In 1917, industrial 
consumers, in an effort to increase 
the efficiency of their fuels, joined 
the fight. But it was not until 
1941 that a comprehensive smoke 
abatement ordinance was passed. 
That had to be postponed for the 
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war, 
Household regulations were tried 
out in 1947. Many consumers com- 
plained of the high cost of smoke- 
less fuel and the scarcity of stok- 
ers. Dr. Summer B. Ely, superin- 
tendent of the bureau of smoke 
prevention says many of the com- 
plaints arose because Pittsburgh- 
ers were unfamiliar with the firing 
of smokeless fuel and thus wasted 
much of it. 
In 1948, however, there were few 
complaints. 
Since policing of the city’s 100- 
small consumers would be im- 
possible, the smoke bureau con- 
trols fuels directly from the coal 
yards. An ordinance prohibits 
dealers from selling fuels which 
produce big amounts of smoke. 
The density of smoke coming

The fourth hand is similar except that only 
queens are penalty cards, Each counts eight 
points against the taker.

IN THE FIFTH HAND all the hearts and the 
queen of spades are penalty cards, but in this 
hand the hearts may be led at will. The hearts 
are scored as in the second hand. The queen of 
spades counts 13 against its taker. 

In the sixth hand there is only one penalty 
ecard, the king of hearts. When it is played the 
hand is completed. It costs its taker 34 points. 
Each player’s minus points now are totaled. 

There are no penalty cards in the remaining 
four hands which are a little more complicated, 
and strange, particularly, to bridge players.

Some Common Mistakes That 
Need Correcting. 


ADIO QUIZMASTER: “The 
R tra mountains are in the 

United States of Soviet Rus- 
sia.” 

Not so; there is no such country. 
The initials U.S.S.R. stand for the 
correct name: Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics. 

A syndicated columnist: “The 
word sincere is from the Latin 
sine, ‘without,’ and cera, ‘wax,’ for 
potters of ancient days used wax 
in smoothing over the imperfec- 
tions in the finish of their jars, 
vases, urns, etc. A piece that was 
perfect was said to be sine cera, 
‘without wax’.” 

Nonsense. The word sincere is 
from the Latin sincerus, “from 
sin, ‘simple,’ plus cerus, connected 
with cresco, ‘to grow up, spring 
forth,” hence, ‘simply grown,’ 
herice, ‘pure’ unmixed, genuine, 
hence, ‘upright, honorable, sin- 
cere’.”—Cassell’s Latin Dictionary. 

Muskegon: I wish you'd explain 
why a speaker on a local station 
habitually uses such pronuncia- 
tions as “verseez”’ for verses, 
“churcheez” for churches, “Cclas- 
seez” for classes, etc.—L.M. 

A. It’s a new and zany fad that 
is sweeping radio, But it’s entirely 
erroneous. Here’s how it came 
about: 

Someone in radio discovered that 
certain words from the Latin 
(from the Greek) ending in -is 
form the plural by changing -is 
to -es, ag crisis, crises; analysis, 
analyses; ‘parenthesis, parentheses, 
etc. 
Now the Pe of such plurals is 
pronounced “eez.” Crisis is pro- 
nounced KRY-siss, crises is pro- 
nounced KRY-seez, and so on. 

When the plurals crises, anal- 
yses, parenthesses, etc., with the 
correct “eez” pronunciation, began 
to be heard on the networks, an- 
nouncers, commentators, news- 
casters and other broadcaste 
pricked up their ears and said. 
“Ah, that’s for me.” 

Whereupon, they began sounding 
“eez” at the ends of all plurals 
ending in -es, not understanding 
that the “eez” is correct only in 
-es words whose singular ending 
is -is. 

Such words as class, verse, 
church are not -is words. And the 
“eez” pronunciation is nonsensical. 
Classes is pronounced: class-ez; 
churches is: church-ez; verses is: 
ver-gez, etc.

Spareribs and Sauerkraut 


Two pounds lean spare ribs, salt 
and pepper, one pound sauer- 
kraut, one teaspoon brown sugar, 
one-half teaspoon caraway seeds, 
two cups water.

While 
meat is cooking boil up enough 
potatoes for the mouths at your 
table, and just before serving 
sprinkle generously with some 
vibrant paprika. This will serve 
four very handsomely.

Henry on Congo, Doesn't Want to Leave 


“Maybe Popular Songwriter Has Something, McLemore Says —Leopoldville Modern City

LEOPOLDVILLE, 
Belgian, Congo. 
OU might as well clear your 
throat, get in good voice, and 
start singing with me. 

Ever since I walked out on my 
hetel room balcony, overlooking 
the Congo river, I have been sing- 
ing that fool song, “Bongo, Bongo, 
Bongo, I Don’t Want to Leave 
the Congo.” | 

Jean is so sick and tired of 
hearing me sing the thi that 
she has changed it a trifle and 
she sings, “Congo, Congo, Congo, 
I Don’t Want to Leave the Bongo.” 

Between us we're going slightly 
batty. I don’t know whether I 
am in the Celgian Bongo or the 
Belgian Congo. Never, never 
never, never, never, never, never 
have I been so confused. 

Leopoldville, known all over 
Africa as Leo, is the capital of 
the, Belgian Congo, and one of 
the most surprising cities this 
footloose correspondent has ever 
visited. Frankly, I expected to find 
a jungle town, with a pigmy for 
Mayor, perhaps, and a head- 
hunter as president of the local 
junior chamber of commerce. 

Instead, our Clipper landed at 
a large, modern airport, and we 
were driven to our hotel over a 
broad, paved highway, and we did- 
n't see a poison dart shooter dur- 
ing the whole trip. Our hotel, 
which is smack on the banks of 
the Bongo—I mean Congo—is as 
comfortable and as well appointed 
as any in New York. The maitre 
d’hotel of the vast dining terrace 
was formerly at the Savoy in 
London, and the food and service 
couldn’t be excelled anywhere. 

If you happen to drink and 
smoke you'll be delighted with 
Leo, American cigarettes are 
cheaper than they are at home, 
and Scotch whiskey is about $2 
a fifth. As for American spirits 
of the very best sort, you may 
have your choice at $1 a quart, 
being as the people here don’t like 
the taste of the stuff. 

The Bongo—I mean the Congo— 
is about four miles wide between 
here and Brazzaville, capital of 
French Equatorial Africa. Haven't 
been over there yet, but I know 
I am going to have to make the 
trip whether I want to or not, be- 
cause word has reached Jean’s 
ears that “Shalimar” and “Christ- 
mas Night” and other expengive 
smells are cheaper there 
anywhere else in the world. 

The chief landmark of Brazza- 
ville is an imposing palace-like 
house on a high hill. It was in this 
house, which he had built for him- 
self, that General De Gaulle 
roughed it when the Free French 
headquarters were there. 

When the traffic of the town

I guess I'll wind up trying it on 
the radiator of my car, just as 


certain members of the beau monde 
do with fox tails. 

The peddlers gather just after 
dusk on the sidewalk in front of 
the hotel verandas. Each one lays 
his wares on a sheet and squats 
behind it.

It is one of the most unusual 
zoos in the world in that it is a 
transient zoo. One week it may be 
filled to overflowing with speci- 
mens of all the animals that 
Africa boasts of, and the next al- 
most empty, with the empty cages 
chalked “New York City,” “Paris, 
France,” St. Louis, Mo.,” “London, 
Eng.,” “Washington, D. C.,” and 
“Brussels.” It is said that the zoo 
here handles and sells more ani- 
mals than any zoo, anywhere. 


When word comes that a 
new batch of animals is being 
brought in from the jungle, all 
of Leo flocks to the zoo, not 
knowing what they may see. 

If I ever have to serve in a 
convict gang, I hope it is here in 
Leopoldville. The convicts whom 
you see frequently working on the 
highways are dressed as if they 
were on their way to a most fash- 
ionable beach. They wear blue- 
and-white striped basque shirts, 
very smart dark blue shorts, and 
blue-and-white espadrilles. They 
don’t work very hard, either, be- 
cause their boss is a native and 
he has the same natural loathing 
for work in any form that all the 
natives have. Most of their work 
is done in and around trees, where 
they may enjoy the shade and 
lean in comfort.

North’s bidding was a little ir- 
regular, but there was nothing 
wrong with the final contract ex- 
cept South’s play. 

West opened the club ace and, 
seeing no attractive shift, con- 
tinued the suit. South won, went 
to the spade ace, returned to his 
hand with a diamond, and tien 
laid down the jack of trumps. 
West won and exited with still 
another club. Declarer ruffed; 
then, trying for a break in the 
trump suit, he led another round 
of trumps. East, however, had 
two solid tricks in his nine and 
queen, and so the cogtract was 
defeated, three trumps and one 
club being lost. 

The error made by South in this 
deal was at the fifth trick, when 
he laid down the spade jack from 
his own hand! Declarer had orig- 
inally lacked six trumps, including 
the king, queen, nine and eight. 
The probable division of any six 
cards is not 3-3—a 42 break is 
much more likely, and in taking 
out the trumps, just as in estab- 
lishing a side suit, these figures 
must be porn in mind! South’s 
second lead of trumps (after cash- 
ing dummy’s ace) should have 
been a low card! If, by chance, 
the missing trumps had been di- 
vided 33, this plan would work 
out as well as the lead of a high 
trump; and if the more probable 
4-2 break held true, there was a 
good chance that South could 
knock out a trump honor by léead- 
ing a low card, thus reserving his 
jack-ten for the next “knockout” 
play in the suit.
